As 
such it deserves a truly heroic "'sell,’ including editorial comment in the news- 
papers in and around your area. The thrilling story of how a handful of resistance 
fighters altered the course of the war, by destroying Germany's efforts to cre- 
ate the atom bomb, should serve as inspiration to everyone. In addition, suggest 
this most incredible adventure under the midnight sun as a sermon to churches 


and as essay material for school contests. 


LOCAL HEROES 


Highlighting the fact that the nine men who 
destroy the heavy water in '' THE HEROES of 
Telemark" are definite heroes, have a local 
newspaper find nine heroes and heroines in 
your area and appropriately honor them. 
Stories might relate the experiences, briefly, 
of the true-to-life heroes in the picture, with 
scene and credits. Ask readers to send in 
photos of residents they feel have performed 
feats of heroism, with those selected re- 
ceiving VIP treatment, interviews on radio/ 
TV and, of course, they are your guests of 
honor opening night. Heroes might be local- 
ites who performed heroic feats in the course 
of everyday living, such as members of your 
police and fire departments, as well as resi- 
dents who won awards for bravery in World 
War Il. If pictures of the heroes are available 
and accounts of their deeds, post on a spe- 
cial lobby board: ''The 'HEROES of Tele- 
mark’ Hail the HEROES of Our Town" 


ARMED SERVICES 


Every effort should be made to get the co- 
operation of local Armed Forces units in a 
military salute to the saboteurs of World 
War Il, those in ''THE HEROES of Telemark" 
in particular. Borrow combat weapons, gre- 
nades, helmets, food rations, uniforms, etc., 
for a lobby display and window exhibits in 
neighboring stores. Arrange screenings for 


top officers and solicit their cooperation in 
radio panel shows and TV promotions. If 
possible, set up a color guard parade to the 
theatre, as a salute to the men of "HEROES 
of Telemark," and if Army searchlights are 
available, use them opening night. 


HONOR ‘HEROES’ 


Go after civic, political and social VIP's, as 
well as local Norwegian groups, for support 
in promoting a HEROES of Telemark Day, 
for the opening of the picture. Suggest they 
ask the Mayor to issue a proclamation as a 
tribute to the story of the nine men of Nor- 
way who had to do the impossible. Here 
are some ideas for your ‘Heroes’ Day" pro- 
gram: 


* Parade of local Norwegian 
groups, such as the Sons of Nor- 
way, with honor guard of Ameri- 
can armed forces, school children, 
with a band, if possible. 


* Newspaper interviews with Nor- 
wegians who fought in the area 
during the war; a special dinner in 
their honor hosted by Norwegian 
consul, if possible. 


* Newspaper, radio and TV cover- 
age of the event. 


* Have honor guards for Ameri- 
can and Norwegian flags.

Display extra skis 
with credits to the merchant and 
picture, plus scenes from the film 
showing skiing action: Still Nos. 97,

* Dress an attractive girl in a ski 
costume, with a pair of skis over 
her shoulder, and have her walk 
through town with a sign on her 
back: ''I'm off to see 'THE HEROES 
of Telemark.’

NORWEGIAN 
GROUPS 


Americans of Norwegian extraction have 
established themselves prominently in al- 
most every walk of life in cities throughout 
the country. Inasmuch as "THE HEROES of 
Telemark"' was filmed on location in Norway 
and involves the activities of Norwegian 
saboteurs in World War Il, a direct pitch 
should be made to all Norwegian-Americans 
in your situation. One of the prominent or- 
ganizations to appproach in this respect is 
the Sons of Norway. Work with your local 
group in promoting the picture via bulletins, 
mail inserts on club stationery, contests, etc. 
If desirable, arrange group attendance for 
Norwegian-Americans, with part of the ad- 
missions donated to one of their charities. 
Locate stores in town operated by people of 
Norwegian extraction and post scene stills 
and posters with full credits. Local members 
of the Sons of Norway residing in your area 
might be located through a listing at the 
City Hall or telephone book, local Norwe- 
gian consulate, or through a newspaper edi- 
tor. National headquarters and general 
manager for the organization are as follows:

TV SPORTS TIE-IN 


Top TV stations throughout the country fea- 
ture reqularly scheduled sports shows on their 
programs. The exciting skiing sequences in 
"THE HEROES of Telemark"’ offer an excel- 
lent opportunity for getting picture and play- 
date mentions on these telecasts. If advance 
screenings are planned in your situation, be 
sure the stations’ sports editor and his staff 
are invited or have them attend the opening 
show as special guests. Check local listings 
and contact the TV sports personalities as 
early as possible. 


NORWEGIAN RECIPES 


Work with newspaper woman's page editor 
or a radio personality who conducts a cook- 
ing school or food program on the air and 
ask her to sponsor a contest in which listeners 
send in their recipes for Norwegian dishes, 
based on those foods common to Norway. 


EXPLOSIVE LOBBY 


Set up an eye-catching lobby exhibit of imi- 
tation ‘explosives used by 'THE HEROES of 
Telemark.’ '' Use some small barrels labeled 
"Powder," with some black sand spilled on 
the floor and a box filled with sawdust and 
sticks of "dynamite" protruding. Rope off 
the area, plant red flags around the display 
with a sign: "Danger! Explosives Used By 
Saboteurs in ‘THE HEROES of Telemark.’

SEEKED

"THE HEROES of Telemark" was filmed in 
midwinter, in central Norway, actual locale of 
the true adventure story of a little known 
but crucial sabotage operation of World 
War Il. Cast and crew worked through bliz- 
zards and subzero temperatures for which 
the area is infamous, a fact that can cue 
contests. Here are a few suggestions: 


* Work a contest on radio or in 
the papers in which entrants are to 
relate the coldest experiences they 
can remember. Offer guest tickets 
for the best postcard-submitted 
stories. 


* How cold is cold? Arrange for 
newspaper or radio commentator 
to offer prizes of guest admissions 
to the man-in-the-street who can 
identify absolute zero. It is 459.7 
degrees below zero Fahrenheit. As 
an alternative, have contestants 
identify the world's coldest tem- 
perature. The record was set in 
Siberia in 1892; 90 degrees below 
zero. 


* Have a local refrigerator com- 
pany loan you an ice-making ma- 
chine for a lobby display and offer 
patrons free ice cubes to take 
home after seeing the picture. 
Post picture and merchant credits. 


DISCUSS THEME 


The objective of the nine saboteurs in ''THE 
HEROES of Telemark" is to destroy a factory 
manufacturing “heavy water," a vital in- 
gredient in the making of an atomic bomb. 
Had the Nazis produced the material and 
then made the bomb, the course of World 
War II may well have been changed. Suggest 
a radio or TV program for local airing on 
which a panel of residents — college profes- 
sor, Army officer, history teacher, newsman, 
etc., discuss the question: ''What would have 
happened if the Germans had successfully 
developed an atomic bomb during World 
War II?" Introductory credits, of course, 
could refer to the picture and to Sir Winston 
Churchill's comment on the attack as "'the 
single most important act of sabotage in 


World War II."

In the world of the theatre, 
there roughly are two classes:

Kirk Douglas leaped to star- 
dom, after years of effort, as

many Hollywood personalities, 
the “champion” ever since. Cur- 
rently, at the Theatre, 
Douglas is starred with Richard

“Heavy water” is vital to the 
construction of an atom bomb. 
The Germans had plenty of heavy 
water available to them with the 
conquest of Norway in World 
War II and their seizure of the 
Norsk Hydro plant where it was 
made.
